Although the fact was not so recognized by press and 
radio, the Marshall statement to C ongress on the Truman D oc­ 
trine last Tuesday was every bit as sensational as President 
Truman's sudden announcement of that Doctrine March 12. 
Secretary of State Marshall told Congress that no further 
calls will be made by the administration for funds to entry out 
the Truman Doctrine——"at least for the present. 
The effect of this statement is obvious: it means that the 
whole future program of the I ruman Doctrine is called off. and 
Tibbetts t that it is all to be postponed, save the very small beginning 
already made 
What makes this sensational is that it represents a com­ 
plete reversal of the position which Secretary Marshall set forth 
in his Report on his return from Moscow less than a month ago. 
At that time, the Secretary concluded with these words: 
"The state of the world today and the position of the 
United States make mandatory, in my opinion, a unity of 
action on the part of the American people." 
Moreover, throughout his report he was almost hysterically 
emphatic that there must be no delay in such action. In strange 
contrast with the views of England's 1‘ oreign Secretary Bevin, 
who urged "patience," Secretary Marshall used such phrases 
as: "we can't ignore the time factor,V "action cannot wait," 
"action . . . must be taken without delay." 
lf the new Marshall Statement is to be taken at its face 
value, then the Secretary has dropped his own previous stand, 
and accepted the conflicting opinion of British diplomacy. 
There are, as a matter of fact, only three possible alterna­ 
tives. Either: 
A. President I ruman has found that the American 
people are opposed to his Doctrine, and therefore 
he has decided to abandon it; 
B. The recent Marshall report on this doctrine drove 
a wedge between the U. S. A. and Great Britain, 
who were to be partners under it, and therefore the 
program must be halted; or 
C. The President and Secretary Marshall think they can 
finance the program, for the time being, out of 
existing funds without having to tell Congress and 
the American people what they are doing.
